should be detached and mailed to the 
collector for the district in which the 
taxpayer lives • or has his principal 
place of business. Form 1040 for fil­ 
ing returns of net income in exccr.s 
of $5,000 soon will be issued, and 
mailed to taxpayers who filed similar 
returns for 102Í. The filing period is 
from January 1 to March 15, 1928. 
To avoid errors which may result 
to their disadvantage, taxpayers are 
advised by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to study carefully the in­ 
struction on 
forms, especially those 
with regard to credits for personal 
exemptions and dependents. Married 
persons required to make a return 
on Form 1040A—those whose net in­ 
come was $5,000 or less—are allowed 
an exemption of $2,500. The exemp­ 
tion for married persons whose net 
income was in excess of $5,000 is $2,- 
000. 
The exemption for single persons 
is allowed a credit of $400 for each 
person dependent upon him for chief 
support, if such person* is under eigh­ 
teen years of age or incapable of ■self 
support because mentally or physi­ 
cally defectiva. 
It should be remembered that the 
requirment to file a return is placed 
upon every married person whose net 
income for 1922 was $2,000 or more 
or whose gross income was $5,000 or 
more, and upon every single person 
whose net income was $1,000 or more, 
or whose gross income was $5,000 or 
more. The fact that by reason of the 
exemptions and credits, 
a 
person’s 
income is not taxable, does not nulli­ 
fy the requirement to file a return 
if the income equals or exceeds these 
specified amounts. Net income, upon 
which the tax is assessed, is gross 
income less certain 
deductions 
for 
business expenses, bad debts, losses, 
contributions, etc., provision for which 
is made on tjxe forms. 
A head of a family—"a person who 
actually supports and maintains in 
one household one or more individ­ 
uals who are closelv ronnect^d with 
him by blood relationship, 
relation­ 
ship by marriage or. by adoption” is 
allowed the same exemptions as a 
married person.

The exemption of $400 for a depend­ 
ent may he claimed only by the one 
who furnishes the dependent's chief 
support. 
The taxpayer’s status on the last 
day of the taxable year, December 
31, 1922 if made on the calendar year 
basis—determines the amount of his 
exemptions and credits. If married 
and living with wife or husband on 
that day the exemption is $2,500 or 
$2,000, according to the amount of 
net income. If single and without de­ 
pendents on that, day he may claim 
but $1,000 as his exemption, even 
though he may have married or the 
head of a family during the greater 
part of the year. Widowers, widows, 
divorcees and persons separated by 
mutual consent are classed as single 
persons.

The Bureau of Internal Revenue is I? 
preparing to send into each county 
in the United States Revenue officers 
who will aid taxpayers in making out 
their returns. Similar services will be 
offered city residents. But the bu­ 
reau’*: advice’ before seeking such as­ 
sistance is to read carefully the in­ 
structions. Unless the problem is par­ 
ticularly complex, study of the form 
will enable the taxpayer to make a 
correct return. 
The normal rate of tax of 4 
per 
cent on the first $4,000 of net income 
and 8 per cent on the remaining net 
income above the exemption remains 
unchanged- Surtax rates, which ap­ 
ply only to incomes in excess of $6,- 
000 are lowered, ranging for the cal­ 
endar year 1922 from 1 per cent on 
the amount of net income between 
$6,000 and $10,000 to 50 per cent on 
the amount by which net income ex­ 
ceeds $200,000. For the year 1921 the 
surtax rates ranged from 1 per cent 
on the amount of net income between 
$5,000 and |«,OO0 to 65 per cent on 
the amount of net income in excess of
